ling banks of earth. Aecidents oceurring in 
such circumstances occasion unusual gloom. 
On the night of the 16th of April, two men 
were thus buried at Yankee Jims, by the fall- 
ing of a bank of earth. The time of their 
death was unknown, only it was known that 
they were at work at 9 o'clock in the evening. 
The bodies were recovered and buried. One 
of them was badly mangled, with the neck 
broken. Oe of the men was a German, name 
unknown. The other was an American named 
Keith ; a citizen who was much respected, as 
virtuous and moral, and who had but a short 
time before, professed religion, and become a 
member of a christian church. His death 
was sudden and gloomy, but he was not un. 
prepared. The largest number of dgaths from 
disease occur at nights in our State, and in- 
deed, everywhere the night has also its propor- 
tion of sudden desths from casualties. There 
is no exemption and no assurance. Beyond 
reasonable care and prudence, it only remains 
that we be “also ready”; for the summons of 
the Son of Man cometh as a thief in the night.

Evaexa.—Ten miles higher to the north-east, 
by ascending along a high ridge, constantly ris- 
ing, one comes tos large rich mining town, 
one of the first in the State where the work is 
carried on all by hydraulics, by name Eureka. 
It is in the region of severe winters where yet 
around in the gorges vast banks of the consol- 
idated snow are remaining. In the winter six 
and eight feet of snow is common, and during 
severe seasons ten and twelve feet are realized, 
requiring the people to enter their dwellings by 
descending steps. In other cases, where neigh- 
bors are rather near, they have tunnels beneath 
the snow for weeks together, for the : 
of visitation and business. Common miners’ 
claims will sometimes beso entirely covered 
with snow, as to show no hillock upon the sur- 
face, and the ascending smoke only may indi- 
eate the place. Indeed, we heard of a case or 
two in the region, of an unweary traveller's 
falling suddenly through the snow to find him- 
self brought up in the fireplace of a cabin, 
having come down the chimney. For a mile 
and a half along the sides of a large flat, the 
earth is being washed away by hydraulics to a 
depth of sixty or eighty feet deep, to the bed 
rock returning large sums of gold to the suc- 
cessful proprietors. Tbe 
which we were credibly informed were in the 
Sierra Co., of two hundred and twenty-five dol- 
lars the week, to the workman, or four hun- 
dred and fifty to the share-holder. But this 
was after years of labor and expense, during 
which many failed. All the companies seem 
to have been doing well during this spring, but 
now water is soon to fail. Wages here are 
only four and a half and five dollars a day witb- 
out board. If any should see fit to rush here 
for securing rich claims, they must run the 
chances with many old miners on the ground, 
laboring at days work, and in all probability 
they will find themselves sadly disappointed, 
even at straits, perhaps, to meet expenses. 
About sixty families are here located for the 
present, hoping in time to get enough to move 
into the foot hills or the vallies. This is a gen-

This summer the river is to be much more 
flamed than ever before, and evidently great 
sums of gold will be secured. Near Cox's 
Bar two miles above, the greatest river mining 
is carried on where, for near a mile, the river 


which has sustained the floods of the winter, 


the river, so that the miners may make an ear- 
ly commencement in this work. Many fami- 
lies are along this river, all hoping to move 
down the country in a few years. A large 
stage road is now being worked into the side 
hills, and along the banks of this river from 
Downieville, the county seat, six miles above, 
down to near Oamptonville, some twelve miles 
below, where it rises the hills or the mountains 
over to this last place, on to Marysville and 
the valleys below. It isa great honor, as we 
regard it, to Sierra county, that this great and 
important undertaking, is at public and county 
expense, and is to be free from toll. It is a 
shame to our rich country that every petty 
bridge and little halfmade road must have a 
toll upon it, from à bit for every footman, up 
through all the grades of charges to that of 
three and four dollars to the team. We hope 
this may not be the case many years more.

An experiment was 
onee made at Wailuku, fifteen miles distant, 
and in plain; sight of my study window, but 
though the wheat grew well, and produced tol- 
erably, yet the flour was of an inferior quality, 
dark in appearance, and of a slightly bitter 
taste. I believe the Mormons, who have been 
trying to colonize the little island of Lanai, op- 
posite, and some ten miles from Lahaina, tried 
the experiment of wheat raising there, but 
they did not succeed. Those localities are too 
nearly on a level with the sea, whereas, we at 
Makawao, are some two thonsand feet above 
the sea, and we might cultivate still higher. 
The experiment of raising excellent wheat 
here has been tried so long, some twelve years, 
that we, on the ground, have no. besitaney in 
pronouncing it a successful, one. The amount 
of this grain has been increasing from year to 
year, till, in 1856, about one thousand acres 
were harvested. The new mill ‘company who 
purchased our wheat last year, giving from $1 
to $1 1214 per bushel, made a very handsome 
profit on their flour. So fair were the pros- 
pects of raising wheat, and disposing of it, 


that an increasing number, both foreigners and 


Hawaiians, took hold of the business this year 
with much energy. By the Ist of March, there 
were probably sown in this vicinity not less 
than two thousand acres of wheat, and the 


piogpect of a successfal issue of the labors of 


the husbandman, was very hopelul. But I am 


sorry to say that these hopes have been blight-| ~ 


ed, in part, at least. For the first time in the 
history of wheat-growing in Makawao, we 


have been destroyed in a measure, by the cat-| . 


terpiller. 


Punahou, or Oahu College, is a subject of 
deep interest to all of us who are seeking the 
highest good of the Hawaiian race, especially 


to those who feel it a duty to keep our children 
at the Islands, and give them an education 


which will fit them for usefulness among the 


Hawaiians and foreigners on these islands, or 
qualify them to labor among other tribes in this 


great ocean. To me, it has been a matter of 


regret that so many of the sons of the Mission 
have been sent to the United States to acqaire 
an education. her the fact that we have 
now a college at Panabou will keep the chil- 
dren bere, remains to be been. Mr. Edward 
G. Beckwith, President of Oahu College was 
ordained as an Evangelist, February lst, at 
Honololu. He is absent in the United States 
on business for the College. I pray that he 
may be guided by heavenly wisdom; that he 
may greatly succeed in obtaining additional 
help, in the shape of teachers, library, appa- 
ratus, &c., and be restored to us all in good 
time. Mrs. Beckwith and child, and Prof. G. 


E. Beckwith, a brother of the President, are 


with us at Makawao during his absence. Mr. 
Morris Beckwith, another brother, has the 
charge of the Royal Hawaiian School, which 
I believe, is prosperous, These brothers have 
the reputation of being apt to teach, fully es- 
tablished. I much doubt whether a better man 


could be found to fill thia post, than President 


Beck with. 

Rev. Daniel Dole, formerly of Punahou, and 
whose removal was a matter of sincere regret 
to some of us, at the islands, is now at Kanai, 
usefully employed in instructing the foreign 
children on that island, and preaching to the 
forign residents in bis neighborhood. | 

Of schools, for Hawaiians, taught in the 
English language, there are several, but I am 
of the opinion that they are of little use. Ido 
not think many of the pupils in these schools 
will acquire enough of our language to benefit 
them, and as the means of sustaining native 
schools vigorously, are thus diverted into ano. 
ther channel, the loss will not be small. Still 
it may be well to make the experiment. 

The Seminary at Labainalana, under the 
care of Rev. Messrs. Paque and Andrews, is 
in a prosperous state. At Hilo, on Hawaii, 
there is an excellenct school, taught by Rev. 
Mr. Lyman, chiefly for the purpose of training 
teachers for that large island. The school sys- 
tem aided by the Board of Education, of which 
Rev. Mr. Strong is President, is, on the whole, 
as good a one as could be expected, with the 
funds afforded by the government. Would the 
King and Ohiefs cease to squander their re- 
sources in providing for a military defence, a 
needless, and, in every respect, a hurtful expen- 
ditare, and devote this money to building sub- 
stantial school houses, and furnishing books 
for poor children, the charge would be most 
happy. But this would not suit the advisers 
ofthe King. They must ape the display made 
by European governments, regardless of the 
consequences. Pride is a hard master.

With ‘few excep- 
tions, the refusal of the Home Missionary So 
ciety, some years gince, to.aid in the support of 
slayeholding ministers, has received their warm 
approbation. They saw at « glance, that it is in 
vain to expect such ministers to preach a pure 
Gospel, and that their example and influence 
even if they should tay not a word, would in- 
evitably foster an adulterated christianity. 
The same question, precisely, has now come 
up in another form. Shall the benevolent con- 
tributions and the moral influence of the North 
be given to the support of slaveholding 
churches, or what amounts to the same thing, 
to churches which reeeive slaveholders, retain 
them in their communion, and practically de- 
clare that slaveholding is no bar to the fellow - 
ship of the Church? Is a Church which takes 
this ground and sets itself to propegate such a 
practical apostacy as the genuine Gospel of 
Christ; worthy of encouragement and aid? I 
such a charch, sanctioning and sustaining as 
it does the system of slavery, holding forth 
the word of life,” or misrepresenting the priu- 
ciples of the religion of Jesus? 

Suppose a church in Utah should receive 
polygamists, does not every one see that it be- 
comes thereby a particeps criminis, and that 
though its creed were as orthodox ag the West- 
minster Catechism, it would endorse ia that 
very act the iniquity of that corrupt commu- 
nity, and lose its power to protest against it ? 
A sort of Gospel might, indeed, be preached 
within its walls, bat it would not be rue Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. Repentance might be 
) preached, bat it would not include a turning 
from thé sin of polygay. There would be am 
worm at the root, and the inevitable results of 
such an exhibition of the Gospel would be a 
spurious christianity. 

In these remarks, we bave used the words 
slavery and slaveholding in the same sense in 
which they are used in the laws and the ordi- 
nary intercourse of the Southern states. Both 
the Detroit resolutions of the General Assem- 
bly, however, and the recent action of the 
Home Missonary Society, assume, as they 
should, that slaveholding may sometimes exist 
in form, when it does not in fact—that a case 
may occur in a charch, in which the rela- 
tion may be temporarily sustained, not only 
with no sinful intent, but even with the decided 
protest of the church and each of its members 
against the system. For sucht cases, ample 
provision is made. Let the facts be stated to 
the Committre, so that as the responsible 
agents of the donors to the Home Missionary 
use these sacred funds in supporting a slave- 
holding christianity, and aid will vot be with- 
held. On the other hand, if such evidence is 
not furnished, how can the committee, aad the 
donors whese funds they expend, be secured 
against the danger of endorsing and helping to 
propagate a slaveholding and slave-defending 
christianity, and thus doing a grievous wrong 

The pretence that the action of the Com- 

mittee is disciplinary, we pronounced, from the 
first, absurd. After wading through the inter- 
mediate articles on the subject in the Ameri- 
can Presbyterian and the New York Evangelist 
we are more convinced of it than ever. What 
is disciplise? It is the act of a church, or 
some other ecclesiastical body, suspending or 
excluding from the Lord's supper, and from the 
fellowship of the body exercising it, one or 
more persons charged with delinquency, adopt 
ing some measure which will lead to it, unless 
repentance follows. Have the Executive 
Committee done this, or anything like it 
Have they excluded any individual or any 
ch from the Lord's supper? Have they, 
in a word, altered, or in any way affected their 
charch standing? The very statement of the 
question is sufficient to show the emptiness of 
the pretense. 
It is true that the refusal of the Committee 
to aid in the support and extension of a slave- 
holding christianity, implies a rebuke upon 
churches which stand upon this miserable basis. 
Bat so does the recent work of Albert Barnes. 
So does every word of remonstrance and en · 
treaty which comes from our Presbyteries. 
So does the general judgmeot of the christian 
world, and the various modes in which it finds 
expression. If this moral influence — this 
steady protest in word and deed—be discipline, 
the more of it the better. „There is not a 
church at the South which Ought not to wel- 
come it, and to add its own iofluence to that 
of the Christion world, in protesting against 
this legalized iniquity, or any participation in 
it. So far from being an infringement upou 
Others’ rights, it is the simple exercise of our
